According to nil historical accounts, tlie 
system of banking originated among the 
Jews, iltoi nation who aro proverbial, ainco 
Ihe days of the patriarchs, for making the 
most of that which is considered by the 
wisest sage3 to be the god of men.

There is a 
tine moral in ibis quoinliun, over which iho 
people oftho present era moy pause and re- 
flect. To spend gold is tlie prodigMpa cill- 
ing — to hoard it the miser's creed ; and eilh 
or is the worst bauo'of scoicty. Vet, there 
aro instances of men rearing iho most col- 
losnl fortunes from the mr>3t insignilicnnt be- 
ginnings — men who, with truth and integri- 
ty, havo went through tho most lofty com- 
mercial enterprises, and founded their for- 
tunes upon the iiiMgniUcaul pittance of the 
day labHirer. Wo will quote one or two in- 
stances beforo wo ei.tcr into iho details of 
our story. 

The Canuin journals gave nn account, 
some three years ag«>, of an eminent tea 
merchant dying possessed of an estate worth 
nl least forty millions of dollars. Ho had 
commenced His brilliant careor by soiling 
thai luxurious ingredient by tho single pound. 
In a Russian hisiory of tho Jnpvncso, wo 
havo an account ol agilk merchant of Joddo, 
who, when a large lire occurred in the cap.U 
tul, built one thousand houses at his own ex- 
pense, nnd made iho magnificent present free 
of charge io tho empire.

Tho story of uine 
tailors making a man is fumilnr to every 
mouth, and tho history of our own Ast'.r U 
not to bo placed in iho same scato with Mun* 
chnusen. «r the Arabian lales of iho genii. 
We havo a story lo rcluln of n boot- black, 
who,' many years ago, roudo tho Hank 61 
Kuglond (remblo lo iis boso ; and, in ihcso 
disostmus times of panic and general failure 
il seems tho moat appropriate occasion lo glvo 
it to our readers. 

It was not far from tho middle of iho la*.t 
century, svhen a wenllhy merchant of iho 
oily of London, on a cold winter's morning. 
was accosted by a liulo boy, in piteous tonen; 
imploring charity. Tho inerohunl, wrapped

The time is fnat drawing near when the 
electors in the various Municipalities 
throughout Upper Cnnmln will bo colled uri- 
on to mnko selection of (ikqI rulers fur the 
ensuing year. The public acts of the pres- 
ent incumbents of office is foir matter of 
criticism, end tho electors have a right to 
know the why and Iho wherefore for ihe 
adoption of any particular course or policy 
by iheir representatives. If aatiifaclory, lo 
sustain them ; if not, condemn. 

Several reasons why the beat men to fill 
Ihe important truM of Cuuncilmen ore not 
always selected way be adJucrd ; and among 
thern Iho following — iho eltcture nre too opl 
lo bo led nstrny by imaginary prif;vnnce-3 — 

inUcoustruo tho ncliotis, motives end charac- 
ter of the cotididate* — and local jealousies. 
And prominent among them oil the littler 
Blind* out the most conspicuous. How often 
is it tho cose, that merely through sectional 
feelings, a really good man — a man capable 
of being a credit to the Township, ia alioved 
overboard, by en individual, who when he 
bos attained to the distinction of a represent- 
nliyo of the people, taken his placo at the 
Council Boord ond sets liko some' machine— 
perfect ginger-bread men— without the natu- 
ral ability or lalont in properly understand* 
tho duties they have assumed. What is tho 
conscqucnco 1 Ono or two have all tho 
work-to perform ; then iho people thai elect- 
ed such a Council complain thai the whole 
power of iho Hoard is contcrcd and embod- 
ied in those that can do tho work, — while 
the other* oro perfect cipher*. The fault is 
not in tho Council, — tho blame, if any, 
ahold rest upon tho pcoplo lor placing auch 
material there. 

Again, tome men me elected because of 
iheir being good neighbors, end known to be 
honest in their evory-day transactions of 
Ufo. To endeavor to obtain tiontst men for 
places of public trust, should ever bo regard- 
ed as en important thing ; bul honesty should 
not bo the only ingredient and redeeming 
quality, of tho Township Councillor, lie 
should boquick of discernment— reason frnm 
cause to eireel— havo a general knowlcdgo 
of tho wauls end requirements of tho pcoplo 
— know something of tho working of Muni- 
cipal Institutions, and ready lo sacrifice, ton 
certain extent, private feelings and notions, 
for. iho good of tho wholi' In o word, lei 
iibn be chosen for tho important trust, capo- 
bio of discharging the duties devolving upon 

them with credit to themselves nnd on honor 
totho Municipality. 

This year, Newmarket will bo set opart 
into n separate Municipality,— and of course, 
tho inhabitants will be called upon to elect 
fivo gentlemen to manage their local affairs.

"Tasmania, (formerly called Van Die- 
man's Land,) is n mountainous hland.-r 
When at llobart Town 1 ascended Mount 
Wellington, (n fow miles distant from the 
Town,) which is otoul 5000 feet high. As 
the sky wes very clear, and snow upon ihe 
top of the mountain, it reminded mo of. a 
fine day in winter in Canada. This - moun- 
tain is covered Willi large evergreen trees, 
(all the Ireosaro evergreen in these latitudes, 
as they are in Spain nnd Portugal and oiher 
Southern countries in Europe,) lo ihe height 
of about 3000 feet, with a great variety of 
tfeautiful flowering shrubs end plants— somo 
of litem having a fine smell. 

" I arrived in Now Zealand on ihe 2Glli 
of December, 1854. My life has tieen pass- 
ed since in nn ngreoaulo manner, as every- 
thing has gone on smoothly. Auckland is 
not u very brisk placo, and tho Government 
has been much mismanaged. In a year, 
there ere about four or fivo months, in sum- 
mer with scarcely any rain ; the remainder 
showery. Il is never hoi — never cold ; but 
a sort i>f perpetual spring, with tho excep- 
tion of the dry months, when the grass is 
considerably withered. As in Australia, iho 
trees in New Zealand aro oil evergreen. 
Somo vety dark green — others very'-lighl, — 
somo with very handsome flowers ; but not 
so many flowers a* in Au»lrslin. The na- 
tives hero aro well-built, musculnr, wide- 
awake clieps, — tho men belter looking than 
iho women. In New Zealand it is very 
easy to grow two crops of potatoes from ihe 
same ground, in one year. I have eowci 
pros in October; had grecirpeos at Christ- 
mas: nnd. sowed somo of Iho seed of these 
in January, ond had green peas by tho end 
of Pebruory,— on tho same pieco of ground. 
Also, sown turnips in October, had them 
largo by ChrUlmai ; sown peas on tho seme 
ground and had fur uso in February.'*

the sourco it does, will bo very ant is factory, 
particularly to those who know iho candid 
character of tho writer.
